HE Pope’s Galleys are fail’d from Ci- 
vita Vecchia, with a Battallion of 600 
Men, commanded by Dor Frederick 
Colonna, who was nominated co that 
Command preferably to feverai other 
Perfons of the firft Quality, in Confideration of his 
Services to the Holy See in the Courfe of many 
Years. The Captains and Lieurenants of that Bat- 
tallion are all Knights of Malta. The Galleys have 
Orders to make directly to Malta, where they will 
receive new Orders as Occafion may require; and 
will probably be employ’d againft the Corfairs of 
Barbary, in Cafe the Advices chat csme of the Turks 
having form’d Defigas agzinft Malta, be not con- 
firm’d. Yefterday the Pose gare Audience to Car- 
dinal Grimani, who made new Infances to engage 
him to acknowledge tie Princefs of Wolfemburiel 
for Queen of Spain, when ihe comes into Italy in 
her Way to the Arckdeke. Puc dis Avlinefs declar'’d 
to him, that se could not change his Refulation on 
thac Subjcct: Ar the fame ume he macc great Com- 
plaints, againft the Scqueftring of the Revenues of 
ibe Ecclefiafticks tha: are abfenr from the Kingdom 
of Naples and the Dutchy of Milan,and againft divers 
othe: Proceedings of the Imperial Officers in Dero- 
gation of his Spiritual and Cemporal Authority.

From the Camp of the Imperéalifts at Mublberg, 
May 2.

General Thungen having difcover’d 
by au intercepted Letter, thac the EleCtor of Bavaria 
and the Duke of Berwick defign to make an early 
Expediton towards the Black-Forreft, with their 
Army computed at 50000 Men; has given Notice 
of it tothe States of Swabia and the adjoyning 
Circles, to the end they may hold themfelves on 
their Guard, and put the Lines in the Black-Forreft 
in a good Condition of Defence. 

Francfort, May 23. The Saxon Troops have 
pafs'd the Main, fome above and fome below this 
City, and are to Rendezvous at Maflaten. Some 
of the Emperours Forces are alfo arriv’d near Mentz 
Viz. 2 Batrallions of Baden, 2 of Thungen, and 2 of 
Wurzburg: To Day or to Morrow 4 Regiments 
cf Heffian Foot and 3 of Horfe and Dragoons ere 
expedted there, And all thefe Troops are to ferve 
on the Mofelle.
